N the Courant of Thurfday laft meation was 
made ot a Letter written by the Princels of 
Naffaa Frifeland to the Srates General, in 
which fhe declar’d her final Refolution nos to 
make any Treaty with the King of Pruffia 
for dividing the Succeifion of Orange, bur to leave 
itto tye Prince her Son to act as he fhall think fic 
when he comes of Age. That Lecer being remark- 
able, we think fic to give it ac Length, as tollows. 

High and Mighty Lords, 

Receiv’d with duc Refpect your High Mighri- 

neffes Letter of the 20ch of this Month of July, 
inwhich your High Mightineffes, for Reafons tnere- 
inexprefs'd, are pleas’d co defire me to come to the 
Hague, the fooner the berter, that the Treaty be- 
tween his Majefty the King of Prutlia and me 
might be renew’d, and that by your Interpoticion 
you might contribute as fac as in you lies tu the 
Conclufion of it, 

I find my felf oblig’d to return moft hearty 
Thanks to your High Mightineifes for ail your pait 
and ftill continued —Endeavours to finith fo defirable 
an Affair. Your High Mightincffes know, and { 
dare appeal to you, that from the Beginning no- 
thing on my Side has hindred thofe Endeayours of 
your High Mightineifes from having the deured 
Effet ; and that I have even made fuck advances 
as are not very recorcileable to the Interefts of the 
Prince my Son, a Minor. 

But your High Mighsineffes know likewife, that 
I did not enter haitily into the faid Treaty, not only 
becaufe I was fufficiently fenfible of the vaft Pre ju- 
dice the Prince my, Son. would certainly fuffer, but 
likewife becaufe I forefaw many other Difficulties ; 
and therefore at the fame time that I made the faid 
Advances, I propos’d to conclude no: hing without the 
Guarantee of the State, for my Difcharge and Se- 
curity, as acting as Mother and Guardian of the 
Prince my Sona Minor; and accordingly by the 
Leiter which I had the Honour to write to ycur 
High Mightyneffes the 3d of March laft, I made 
plain Inftances, and defird in direct Terms, two be 
aifur'd beforehand of your High Mightyneffes faid 
Guarantee. 

And when your High Mightyneffes, did by your 
Refolution of the roth of April followirg, in clear 
and exprefs Terms take from me all Hope and Ex- 
pectation of vorr Guarantee, and yet uncxpectedly 
by your F.ecer of the 22d of May laft, were pleas’d 
to make preffing Inftances, to induce me to con:fi- 
bute to the {needy Iffue of the faid Treaty, adding 
thatit would not be unacceptable to you if for the 
betrer expeditirg the Werk I would come to the 
Hague, I did by my Lerrer of the 22d of June laft, 
‘ay before your High Mighryneffes fach Difficulties 
and Reafons as J judg’d proyer to convince your 


High Aiightyneffes, that I was no longer in a Con- 
dition to continue that Treaty for diviuicg the Suc- 
ceilion in globo, and that it was indte adsitsbie and’ 
fafe for me, (as had declar’a before) to une mat- 
ter reft intire, till the Prince my Son thould come of * 
Age, of which he now wants but a Year. ‘ 

_ And [hop’d your High Mighty neff’'s weald bave 
judg’d my Motves to be {> juft and weighy, and 
confequently could have fo little H ‘pe of fee:ng the 
Treaty renew’d and brought to a good Idue, thac 
your High Mighryneifes would have prefs'd meno 
farther to come to the Hague. | 
Neverthelels, when by your High Mghrynefes 
faid Letter of che 20:h Tnitant iound ihe xcrary, 
I thought to excufe my (cif, by referring te my fore- 
mention'd Reatons, a. d by adding, ize Pimce 
of Naffau Siegen has tnougot fir ison hoch the 
Court of Holland ani Council of Brobanc fora 
penal Interd:ction ['. e. A ccohibition to the King of 
Pruffia and the Princefs of Natfau, to make any 
Parcacion cof the Inherisance of Orange vef.re the 
Prince of Naifau Siegen’s Claim co that Ioheri ance 
be tried and adjudg’d,] by which I am ftii turther i 
“fabled from uantacting any thing in cbis Affair ut! WN 
with his Prutfian Majefty, as your High Mighry- li 
neffes arc doubrlefs inform’d by Council and 
Stewards of the Revenues of his late Majefty of 4 | | 
Great Britain, to whom the fame has been legally \ 
notified. 

But confidering that at prefent I dare not affure 
my felf that this would divert your High Migbty- 
reffzs from your repeated Inftances, and being ex- 
tremely furry you fhould give your {elves fo much 
Trouble to no purpofe, I find my {lf oblig’d aud 
conttrain’d ro declare now to your High SMighaneffes, 
what without Neceilicy [ would rather have con- 
ceal'd, that I had nor proceeded fo far as I did in che 
Treaty with his Pruilian Majefty for civioing the 
Succeffion in globo, had not his faid Majelty made 
me an Otfer of an Alliance be: ween the Piuice Royal 
and my eldeft Daugher. That Offer induc’d me to 
come to the Refolution contain’d in my Declaration Bi 
of the of December 1705. But Affair it 
{elf of dividing the forefaid Inheritance and the 
Conditions I had ftipulated for my felf, remaining 
ftill intire and unconeiuded, and the jaid propos'd 
Alliance being alloceas’s, Thold mv not at all 
oblig’d to ftand toa Declaration made spon thofe 
Motives, but deem it null and void as fit had never 
been made. 

And as Itruft your High Mighty neffes and all the 
World will think it juftifiable for me to hace bad 
very great Regard to an Alliance that would bave 
been honourable.and advantagious co my whole . 
Family, and confequently that it was a reafonable 
Inducement to me to make the Advances I did in 
the forefaid Treaty, fo I affure my felf your High 
Mightyneffes and the whole World will bold re 


fally excus’d, if after I have fcen the faid propos’d ©

We are 
told that the laft Letters from my Lord Galway are 
dated the tgzh of July N. S. and advife, that King 
Charles Ill had appoinied the 14h for all his Forces 
to draw togecher at Sarageiia, in order tu march 
for Madrid: And we have fecn a Letter dated from 
Valencia the 3oth of June O. S. wich fays that my 
Lord Petexborow was to march from thence in a day 
or 2, to joyn King Charles in his march from Arra- 
gon to Madrid. So that the private Advices that 
came laft from France of King Charles and the Earl 
of Peterborow’s joyning my Lord Galway the 5th 
of Auguft N. S. will in all Probability be con- 
fium'd.
